Aibany, Ga., June 7.—(Special.)—At 
a big meeting Saturday afternoon 
final arrangements were made for the 
gathering tomorrow of the good roads 
clans of a dozen south Georgia coun- 
ties.

county commissioners. 

Evidences continue to increase that 
Tuesday’s meeting will be largely at- 
tended and marked by that enthusi- 
asm which has been manifested 
throughout the present state-wide 
good roads revival. 

Chairman Tift has received many 
assurances from the counties of south 
Georgia that they would have dele- 
gations at the meeting to be called to 
order in Dougherty county courthouse 
early Tuesay afternoon. 

Will Convene at 12 O’Clock. 

The initial gathering of the day will 
occur shortly after 12 o'clock at the 
courthouse, and as promptly as pos- 
sible thereafter the party will enter 
automobiles and “hit the macadam 
pike’ for Blue Spring. 

It is 4 miles to the spring, but the 
way lies over the best bit of road in 
south Georgia, and the trip will prob- 
ably not consume more than six or 
seven minutes, An old-fashioned 
Georgia barbecue will be waiting at 
Blue Spring. 

The start back to the city will be 
made very soon after 1 o'clock. 

Then will come the real business of 
the day—the conference in the su- 
perior court room of the courthouse. 

The principal addresses will be made 
by Hon. Clark Howell, editor of The 
Atlanta Constitution, and Judge Wil- 
liam F. Eve, of Augusta. 

Hon. Nelson F. Tift will call the 
meeting to order. A permanent chair- 
man will be elected, and no time will 
be lost in getting down to business. 

To Organize Association. 


It is probable that some sort of south 
Georgia Good Roads Association will 
be organized, thoughgrtre is no cut- 
and-dried program having this end in 
view. From the plans proposed in 
the meeting the most advantageous 
will be selected. 

The meeting will adjourn probably

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DALTON COMMITTEES 
PREPARE FOR MEETI\':. 
Dalton, Ga., June 7.—(Special.)—... 
Dalton is aglow with good roads e¢n- 
thusiasm, and from now until Satur-

This motion was put before several 
hundred preachers and church laymen 
gathered at the conference of ‘the Bap- 
tist executive council and only the .ob- 
jection of one man, Professor A. K. 
Parker, who, like Professor Foster, is 
an instructor at the University of Chi- 
cago, prevented eviction. Professor 
Parker prevented action by calling at- 
tention to a constitutional provision 
preventing action without a week's 
deliberation. The matter was accord- 
ingly postponed until Jume 14. 

“Undesirable Baptist.” 

“Tl want to say now that I'll be here 
next Monday morning to present the 
same motion,” cried Dr. Myers de- 
filantiy. 

It was after Professor Foster had 
been characterized as “an undesirable 
Baptist” and as a teacher who “would 
dethrone the church ane deify evolu- 


tion,” that the effort to eject him from 


the council of the denomrnation was 
made, 

“Professor Foster declares,” cried 
Rev. Mr. Matthews in the course of 
his discussion of the recent book pen- 
ned by Professor Foster, “that 
who calls himself a believer in the 
Bible is a knave. Then, thank heaven, 
I am @ knave.” 

“May I ask how that word is spell- 
ed?’ interrupted Professor Parker at 
this point. 

“K-n-a-v-e,” replied the speaker. 

“If you will pardon the correction,” 
observed Professor Parker, “I have the 
book in my hand, and: the word is 
spelled “n-a-i-v-e.” 

Case Against Professor Foster.” 

“Tl want to say at the outset,” said 
Rev. Mr. Mathews, “thet as a scholar, 
I have the highest respect for Pro- 
fessor Foster. I was a pupil in his first 
class of doctrinal apologetics. As a 
teacher and as a gentleman, I hold him 
in high regard. But in his religiongI 
regard Professor Foster as an uné 
sirable Baptist. 

“Professor Foster states in his book, 
‘The Function of Religion,’ which I 
propose to review, that God did not 
make men in his own image, but that 
man made God in his own image. He 
says we are not fallen angels, but de- 
veloped animals. He says that miracles 
have always been the resource of ig- 
norance and that modern technic must 
take the place of magic. I wonder 
what he means by ‘modern technic.’ 

“He declares that science has un- 
dermined the Trinity—of course, that 
is in his own mind. He says that Jesus 
was a child of his time and to copy 
Jesus is to kill the soul. He makes a, 
tirade against the clergy. He says 
that the book of humanity is greater 
than the Bible. 

Guilty of Supreme Conceft. 

“The title of this book should have 
been ‘Religion Without Christianity.’ 
He is gujity of the supreme conceit of 
ranking himself greater than Christ. 
He styles our grand old book as the 
‘petrified remains of the Christian re- 
ligion’” 

While the Rev. Mr. Matthews was 
speaking his voice quivered with the 
emotion he was scarcely able to con- 
trol. 

The situation was as tense a one as 
has developed in Chicago’s church cir- 
cles in many years. The auditors 
leaned forward in their seats in order 
to miss no words of the proceedings. 

Through it all, Professor Foster's 
17-year-old son sat with flushed 
cheeks and shining eyes. The lad 
shifted in his seat during the earlier 
part of the denunciation of his fa- 
ther’s views. 

Lad Defends Father. 

At last, unable to restrain himself 
longer, he ‘half rose and cried: ; 

“Why don’t you review the book, 


one, 


committee for a duty or three cents 
a square vard and 20 per cent ad 
valorem on the fabric known as win- 
dow hollands, Senator Aldrich was ap- 
parently somewhat encouraged over 
the prospect of making decided head- 
way with the cotton schedule.

Bacon on Georgia and Tariff. 

From that time forward, the two 
senators were engaged in joint debate 
much of the time during the day. In 
the course of his remarks, Mr. Aldrich, 
while contending that many prohib- 
itive tariffs were justified, said he 
never had favored a prohibitive policy. 
He predicted that in time the south 
would become the greatest manufac- 


turer of the finer grades of cotton 
£oods. 

Replying to this assertion, Senator 
Bacon declared that even if such 
should prove the case, he would not 
favor any increase of the customs 
duties. 

This, he said, in view of the fact 
that Georgia was the first of the 
southern states in fact of its manu- 
factures. All the mills of his state 
make some of the more expensive cot- 
ton goods, he said, the people there 
were willing to depend upon their 
nearness to the cotton fields and other 
conditions to uphold their ability to 
compete with others. 

About the middle of the afternoon, 
the senate reached its second vote, 
which was on a proposition by Senator 
Dolliver, having for its purpose the 
striking out of the committee's pro- 
Vision fixing a duty of one cent a 
square yard for the process of mer- 
cerization. The amendment was lost 
by the unusually close vote of 32 to 38. 

It was after this vote that Senator 
Aldrich found eccasion to again chal- 
lenge the attitude of some of the re- 
publican senators, who are contending 
for lower duties. 


Aldrich Attacks ' Beveridge. 

He charged them with Playing the 
Part of brigadier for the democrats, 
and, speaking of Senator Beveridge, 
declared that he had associated with 
the democrats so long that he was 
adopting their ideas. He characteriz- 
ed Mr. Beveridge as the leader of the 
oppcsition. 4 

Both Senators Beveridge and Cum- 
mins replied, the former asserting 
that he was simply standing on the 
republican platform,® while the latter 
Stated that he had been so often 
charged with being a democrat that 
the charge did not worry him. Senator 
Bailey found cause for congratulation 
in the situation, because, as he said 
he believed it would inure to the ad- 
vantage of the democrats. 

During the day, Senator Smith, of 
Michigan, found occasion to attack 
the position of Secretary MacVeagh as 
the mouthpiece of the administration 
on the tariff situations He intimated 
that he did not consider the second 
member of the president's cabinet a 
reliable leader on this subject, be-| 
cause of his former demdécratic pro- 
elivities. 

Late in the day, the progressive

C. W. Pidcock to Carry 
Colquitt Delegation. 


President of Georgia Northern 
Will Take Moultrie and Col- 
quitt County Citizens to Al- 
bany Conference in a Spe- 
cial Train. 


Moultrie, Ga., June 7.—(Special.)— 
Hon. C. W. Pidcock, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Georgia Northern 
railway, and one of the largest lumber 
men and capitalists in this section,

Officers of the Savannah, Au- 
gusta and Northern Railway 
Have Until June 9 to Raise 
$289,516.

Brown House, Macon, Ga,, June 7.— 
(Special.)—Whether the United States 
court will sell the property of the 
Savannah, Augusta and Northern rail- 
way is now a matter of much concern 
to people along the line and about 
Statesboro, where the general offices 
are maintained. The officers of the 
road have until June 9 to raise the 
fund with which to pay Contractor W. 
J. Oliver, who secured a decree last 
week before Judge Emory Speer, in 
the court here. 

Oliver built about seventy miles of 
the road, and claimed that he was not 
paid. He was to have the actual ma- 
terial costs of construction and 7% 
per cent profit for his own labor. Un- 
der this unusual agreement the road 
soon owed him a sumewhich has been 
fixed by Standing Master J. N. Tal- 
ley at $289,516. This fund must be 
paid to Oliver by Wednesday, or, under 
the ruling of the court, the contrac- 
tor will have a right to sell the 
property. 

Judge James K. Hines, representing 
the new road officials, tried to take 
an appeal when the master's report 
was returned.to court, but he found 
that by former agreement when plans 
were made not to have a receiver ap- 
pointed, this right had been abrogated 
and the decree of the court here is 
absolute. Things had been worked 
out to such a fine point when the case 
came before Judge Speer last week 
that within fifteen minutes the case 
was disposed of, and the new road 
officials realized that they must pay 
or let the property sell.

BOOKS ADOPTED —

Three New Courses of 
Study in Grammar 
Schools. 


Books to be used in the public 
schools of the city during the next 
five years were adopted by the board 
of education yesterday afternoon. 
Only three changes were made in the 
regular grammar school studies. New 
courses in grammar, geography, and 
arithmetic were adopted, but other- 
‘~wise the grammar school courses of 
the last five ye@rs were left unchanged.

Superintendent Slaton favored 
the Webster-Cooley English grammar 
series and this way adopted. Went- 
worth’s practical arithmetic ‘was dils- 
placed in the course by White's practi- 
cal arithmetic, while Roddy’s geogra- 
phies were adopted to take the place 
of Frve’s. Hyde’s grammars 
were discarded for the Webster-Cooley 
series have been in use here for more 
than [5 years. 

The session of the board lasted 
more than four hours.

Fred Mohole, Who Killed Con- 
stable Young, Is Killed by 
Deputy Kane—Tragedy Oc- 
curred as Mohole Entered 
Court Room. 


St. Touts, June 7.—Fred Mohrle, who 


killed Constable Sam Young In’ North 
St. Touls several weeks ago, Was 48- 
sagssinated in the corridor of the crim- 
inal court building today by William 
Kane, a former deputy under Young. 

The shooting occurred as Mohrle was 
taken to court to stand trial fdr ‘the 
death of Young, and is the culmina- 
tion of a bitter political feud. 

Mohrle had asserted shortly after the 
Young shooting that the “gang” had 
threatened to “‘get him,” but following 
the ethics of the “gang,” he refused 
to reveal the identity of the men who 
had threatened him, saying that he 
could take care of himself.

BLENDED LIQUOR MEN 
HAVE SCORED VICTORY 


Their Contention Upheld in 
Opinion by Solicitor 
Bowers. 


Washington, June i.—Lloyd W. 
Bowers, solicitor general of the United 
States, today submitted to President 
Taft his opinion as to what the term 
“whisky” means in law. 

In effect, Solicitor Genera] Bowers 
holds, after discussing at great length 
what the term “whisky” meant at the 
time of the passage of the pure food 
Jaw, that the public does not consider 
that added coloring or flavoring mat- 
ter can make whisky out of what 
otherwise is not whisky. Whisky is 
regarded generally and naturally as 
having a flavor and properties of its 
own. 

“There is no more reason for Saving 
that alcohol whisky because 
colored and flavored like some true 
whisky than for saying that alcohol 
becomes brandy because colored or 
flavored liké some brandy,’ he says. 
“On the other hand, the mere addition 
of harmless coloring or flayoring mat- 
ter to whisky is not the introduction 
of a foreign substance, but is merely 
an enlargement of the proportion of 
vme proper constituent. It is merely 
a form of dilution just as the addition 
of water is.”’ 

Centinuing, Mr. Bowers says: 

“So long as the mixed article Varies 
Ooniy in respect of being stronger or 
weaker, without losing distinctive 
flavors and properties in substantial 
degree and consequently the article 
has not been altered in its essential! 
nature, it cannot be said that the pub- 
lic has given the name whisky to the 
article in ignorance of its character or 
under a delusion concerning the things 
to which the name whisky has been 
applied.” 

Solicitor General Bowers holds that 
name whisky has no different 
scope, whether it be used as a drug or 
as a beverage. He also holds that 
the contention that whisky may be 
made from molasses is incorrect. 

While the opinion of Mr. Bowers is 
final, and may be overturned by 
a subsequent proceeding, it is dis- 
tinctly a victory for the contention of 
the blended whisky distillers and is a 
reversal of the position heretofore 
taken by the department of agricul-

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URGING BIENNIAL ‘SESSIONS, 


So steadily and to such proportions has. the sentiment in favor of bi- 
ennial sessions ofthe general asserfibly grown, that constitutional amend- 
Editor | ment in the direction of that much-needed reform has now become one of 
the decided probabilities of the approaching tegislative session. 

Several members of thenew legislature which convenes June 23 have 
already expressed their intention of introducing. and pressing to action a 
biennial sessions measure. | 

There is reason to believe Governor-elect. Joseph M. Brown will strong- 
ly recommend this legislation in his first message to the general assembly. 

One legislative session of fifty days every two years can accomplish 
all that is necessary and more in the direction of revision and amendment 
of the Georgia laws. 

It will mean a saving of $75,000 to $80,000 every two years, and $40,000 
a year will generously support some of the state’s foremost institutions, 

The growth of sentiment all over Georgia in behalf of biennial sessions 
is unquestionable. The country newspapers everywhere are taking the 
matter up and the public ‘mind has been wonderfully responsive. 

The Savannah Morning News, a pioneer mover in behalf of biennial 


sessions, says: 


The state really needs every dollar that can be saved. There are 
many demands for appronriations that cannot be met. The state has 
recently lost a very considerable income from the abandonment of the 
convict lease system and from the abolishment of liquor licenses. At 
the same time the demands upon its income are al! the while increas- 
ing. It fs of the utmost importance, therefore, that economies should 
be introduced wherever they are po ssible. Biennial sessions would save 
the state a good many thousands of dollars every two years. Ags far 
as we are able to see the state wouldn't suffer for new laws if the legis- 
lature met only half as often. 

Altogether too many laws are enacted, anyway. If fewer laws were 
passed the people would know more of and have greater respect for them. 
Of the laws passed at each session it would be interesting to know how 
many are remembered by even a small percentage of the people after 
the legislature adourns. 


When the new legislature meets the latter part of this month it will 
be confronted by treasury conditions which will demand the most rigid 
economy. 

Appropriations and demands for further aid for state institutions have 
increased considerably out of proportion to the state’s income. 

Right here is a splendid place for the economists .to begin to pare down. 

It will be a test of sincerity in the effort to make expense accord with 
income. 

Then, too, Georgia has suffered in the past from two much legislature. 

The people will cordially welcome. a reform that will both save money 
and give them a much-needed rest.

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PROTECTING THE CHILDREN. 


Similar reasoning to that-which would keep sensational and trashy 
novels from the hands of impressionable youngsters; applies even more forc- 
ibly to the importance of withholding from their view pictures likely to in- 
cite them to deeds of false heroism which may have fatal termination. 

All but death for Girard Williams, a six-year-old boy, resulted the other 
day from an attempt of some of his playmates to carry out a hanging scene 
which they had witnessed in a moving picture show. 

The incident carries its own moral. 

The moving picture show can, and should, be .a vehicle for entertain- 
ment of the higher class, pleasing, edifying and instructive. 

But it can and, unfortunately, sometimes is made an instrument of 
grave danger when pictures of a questionable sort are displayed before the 
more receptive and responsive minds of youth. 
| As a class of entertainment within the reach of almost everyone, the 
possibilities of the moving picture show confined to the clean and the 
wholesome are almost limitless; and there is no frecessity of going outside 
this sort of pictures to please and satisfy any but the depraved and mor- 
bid taste. That is a class of patronage to which, for their own safety, 
moving picture shows can ill afford to make appeal. 

The moving pictures presented in Atlanta, so far as we are informed, 
have, as a fule, been of the better class; but now and then there have 
been those which, like the hanging scene that came so near proving fatal 
to that six-year-old boy, were better omitted altogether. 

Some time ago there was deterioriation in the class of moving pictures 
presented in the New York shows, and for a time they were suppressed. 
The incident resulted in the establishment of a censorship which, by the 
way, was warmly approved by the managers of the shows themselves, 
and since that time there has been no trouble. 

The same result can be attained here by action on the part of the 
management of these shows, and it is in their own interest that they should 
|present not only what is clean, but, as well, that which will have n- del- 
eterious effect, particularly upon the youthful and impressionable mind. 

Doubless the case of young Girard Williams’ will have that effect, and 
will lead local managers to keep their shows free in future of all pictures 
liable to prove harmful or dangerous. 
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BRINGING OGLETHORPE BACK TO GEORG#A. 


Concurrently with the movement on in Pennsylvania to bring the re- 
fmains of William Penn from England to a final resting place in Philadel- 
phia, The Savannah News has suggested that Georgia should put forth the 
same effort with regard to the bones of General Oglethorpe, providing last- 
Already work is going 
forward on a monument to General Oglethorpe at Savannah, and the argu- 
ment is made that the most appropriate place for his remains would be be- 
neath this memorial shaft. 

What the name and the personality of Penn are to Philadelphia and 
Pennsylvania, the name and the personality of Oglethorpe are to Georgia. 
It is true that the name of Oglethorpe does not figure so preeminently in 
the formal appellations of this state as does that of Penn with regard to 
the commonwealth which has implanted his name in history. But in sub- 
stance, and to all intents and purposes, each are equaily rated as the orig- 
inal sponsors for these two great northern and southern states. 

The strongest sentimental reasons obtain, therefore, why Georgia should 
honor Oglethorpe in equal degree that Pennsylvania hongrs the great 
Quaker. 

His founding of English-speaking colonies in Georgia, his nobility in 
making this state an asylum for the oppressed of Europe, and his execu- 
tive participation in the early beginnings of the commonwealth, stand 
out as the most conspicuous portions of the career of James Oglethorpe. 
The heroism with which he met the staggering problem of establishing an 
orderly government in Georgia, the sacrifices and the self-obliteration that 
marked his course at every turn, have become part of the traditions of 
the state’s history. 

It is to be expected, eh course, that strong opposition to the plan will 
develop in England. Georgia should at least exhaust every expedient to- 
ward paying the proper historic tribute to the man who has woven into 
the fabric of our annals the noblest ideals.

Each part of America was, equally his country, and he looked at large 
issués or great intellectual movements invariably from the gtandpoint of a 
man whose thinking is not affected by geography. 

This trait was emphasized in his relations with the south. He was one 
of the staunchest of the friends of this section at the north just following 
the civil war, when courage of a rare type was essential to that role. He 
never lost an opportunity to plead for a mitigation of the hardships and as- 
perities that attended reconstruction below Mason and Dixon’s line. 

Making it his business to acquaint himself. fully with our particular 
problems, the extent of his influence was spent inf his own section in se- 
curing a fairer hearing for the south, and in combatting the more rabid 
element that sought to impose upon us undue humiliation. 

In later years, even after he had relinquished active duties in the news- 
paper field, he never ceased to speak words of optimism for this section. 
Familiar with the industrial and commercial assets of the south, he preached 
them on every occasion to the people of the north, foretelling for the bus- 
iness of this portion of America a future even more slowing than that 
predicted by our own people. toy

GREAT GROWTH IS MADE 
BY THE NATIONAL BANKS 


Individual Deposits for the 
Year Total $4,826,- 
060,384. 


Washington, June 7.—During the 
current fiscal year the national banks 
of the country have received in indi- 
vidual deposits $4,826,060,384, which is 
more than a billion and a half dollars 
ir excess of the entire outstanding 
money supply of the United States. 
The year which will close with the 
present month has been one of excep- 
tional prosperity for national banks. 

Since May 14, 1908, there has been a 
net increase of 155 in the number of 
national banks. Of the number that 
went into liquidation, 71 were in Okla- 
homa, and withdrew from the national 
system to reorganize under the state 
law in order to take advantage of the 
state guafanty law. , 

Notwithstanding the unusual number 
of banks withdrawing from the na- 
tional system, the aggregate capital, 
surplus and profits of the banks re- 
porting on April 28, 1909, amounted to 
$1.729,057,010, or an increase of $58,- 
586,428 during the year. The loans 
and discounts increased $434,766,993, 
deposits $513,403,584, and total re- 
sources $774,261,145. Cash in banks on 
April 28 amounted to $926,776,902, an 
increase of $25,354,752 over the call of 
May 14, 1908, although between the 
dates mentioned the government with- 
drew from the national banks $111,- 
255,542.11, leaving still on deposit $70,- 
401,822.99.

Commissioner of Public

Letter Was Referred to Coun- 
cil Committee on Prisons 
With Instructions to Hold 
an Investigation — Collier’s 
Letter Is Pretty Warm. 


Henry L. Collier, commissioner of 
public works, sent a pretty warm com- 
munication to the general council yes- 
terday, with a request that the city 
stockade be fully investigated, since 
charges had been brought out in a 
police court case. 

The matter was 
prison committee, 
lows: Councilmen 
and Chosewood. 

Mr. Collier said, among other things, 
that he had predicted such an attack 
on the stockade, and had begged for 
an appropriation of $8,000. He said 
the stockade was nevertheless sanita- 
ry and clean, and the food whole- 
some. 

He did not think any stockade was 
a good place for a gentleman, and said 
he felt sure that on the testimony of 
prisoners the officials of any prison 
could be hanged.

Mr. Cellier’s Letter. 


“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: 
“Gentliemen—Because of the sensa- 

tional charges against the sanitation 

of the city stockade and its manage- 
ment growing out of the trial and con- 
viction of W. W. McAfee for violating 
the prohibition law I would respecfully 
ask to have the same investigated by 

& committee from your honorable body 

appointed for said purpose. 

“For the past five years I have asked 
for funds with which to complete our 
prison building. I have”’urged the con- 
struction of prison cells, where two 
in a cell each could be supplied with 
a@ cot in order that the prison could 
be made more cleg@nly. I have as often 
begged for prison uniforms of some 
suitable material so as to enable the 
prison management to require the in- 
mates to bathe at least twice a week 
and as often change their clothing. 

“At the first meeting in January of 
this year, with all the earnestness of 
which I was capable, I begged the 
finance committee for $8,000 with 
which to bring the prison up to where 
criticism could not be directed against 
the city or her officers. 

“At that meeting ‘I 
what had happened. 

“As it is the prison is 100 per cent 
cleaner and more sanitary than 90 per 
cent of the homes of the prison in- 
mates, and the daily fare very much 
better than they are accustomed to. 

“At best, a work house ifs not a very 
desirable place for a geytleman. 

“We earnestly endeavor to carry out 
the court sentence, and try to get a 
fair day's work from every prisoner, 
due consideration being given to the 
Physical condition of each. 

“The fare is wholesome and cleanly 
prepared. 

“These breakouts of criticism occur 
whenever an itInfluential. citizen vio- 
lates the city laws and a stockade sen- 
tence confronts him. 

“As to sanitation I do not believe 
any one could justly criticise the 
prison bullding—it is splendidly venti- 
lated—supplied with sanitary plumb- 
ing throughout—has bathing facilities 
connected with every ward, hot and 
cold water in abundance, shower baths, 
Stationary wash basins and suitable 
water closets. All floors are mopped 
up daily and covered with a thin 
sprinkling of air-slacked lime. The 
walls (solid concrete) are whitewashed 
frequently. 

“The vermin are brought into the 
prison by the prisoners themselves, 
and until we can have them go from 
the prison wagon to the bath room on 
their arrival, take off their own cloth- 
ing and after a bath put on prison 
clothes, we wild never be able to ex- 
terminate them. Long wearing of the 
Same clothes will create body lice. 
This can be substantiated by every 
soldier who did camp duty in any war. 

“On the testimony of the inmates 
the officials in charge of anv prison on 
earth could be hanged. 

“Would be glad to have a committee 
from your hondrable body investigate 
present conditions and make such rec- 
ommendations looking to a completion 
of the prison as may appear to them 
proper.

MOLD CONFERENCE 


No Agreement Reached in 
Settling Differences. 


Vice ,President Ball, of the 
Firemen, Will Name His 
Arbitrator at Noon Today. 
This Puts It Up to General 
Manager Scott to Act. 


A brief conference between General 
Manager Thomas K. Scott, of the Geor- 
gia railroad, and Second Vice Presi- 
dent Eugene A. Ball, of the Brother- 
hood of Firemen and Enginemen, at 
the latter's apartments in the Kimball 
yesterday, made it emphatically appar- 
ent ta the. general manager and to the 
vice president that there wasn’t the 
slightest possibility of an adjustment 
by the two representatives of the dif- 
ferences existing between the road agd 


the firemen. 

Less than half an hour was con- 
sumed in an interchange of expressions 
by the two ruling quantities in the 
controversy which has been on be- 
tween the road and its dissatisfied fire- 
men for a month past, and while no 
one was present, it can be safely stated 
that while the leaders could not agree 
as to results the conference was not 
marked by the slightest unpleasant- 
ness. 

After Chairman Knapp, of the inter- 
state commerce commission, and Com- 
missioner of Labor Neill left Atlanta 
ten days ago, it was generally under- 
stood that the differences between the 
road and the general manager would 
zo to arbitration. But since then 
forces have been working to bring 
about a conference between General 
Manager Scott and Vice President Ball, 
hoping that they might, when brought 
together, effect a settlement between 
themselves. So it was that neither 
side was in a hurry to name an arbi- 
trator. What occurred during that 
conference neither will relate, but both 
say that the last steps in mediation 
have passed, and that it is now abso- 
lutely. and positively up to arbitra- 
tion. 

General Manager Scott Is making 
his home in his private car, and the 
location of that car is not an easy task, 
but from sources that are reliable, it 
comes that he now looks to nothing 
but arbitration for a settlement. But 
as to when he will name his arbitra- 
tor, no information can be gathered, 
leaving that party to the differences 
exactly where it was on the night 
Chairman Knapp and Commissioner 
Neill left the city. 

Vice President Ball states that he 
will name his member of the arbitra- 
tion board this morning, but adds that 
he will not give out the name before 
noon today.
